What the San Domingo Commission- 
ers are Doing, and What Discov- 
eries they haye Made 
Already. 


“EXTREMELY UNCOMFORTABLE.” 


[Tribune’s Correspondent. ] 
Samana Bar, Jan 30.—Prof. Blake made 
& most interesting report of his expedition to 
the mouths of Yuna and the supposed coal 
beds. He visited all the places mentioned by 
McClelian in hie report. He took the bear- 
ings and the names of all places and the 
headlands of all bays, so that his report is to- 
graphical as well as geological. He found 
that the peninsula of Samana was practically 
an island, a branch of the Yuna river in high 
water severing it trom the main land. At 
other times the land connecting the peninsula 
with the main land is low and awampy. Itis 
reporied that there are but two feet of water 
on the bar at the mouth of Yuna, which is 
gradually filling up with sand. 
Prof Blake found no coal, but immense 
seams of lignite, which may be defined to be 
incipient coal. It belongs, geologically, toa 
later formation, and conteins less carbon and 
more water ard volatile products than coal. 
Lignite is not good for ocean steamers, bu: 
can be yery profitably used in manufac ories 
ard for iwer boats, and locomotives have been 
constructed to burn it.

The New Funding Law. 

Mr. Bourweit has obviously more 
ingenuity than knowledge. His schemes 
are elaborate and plausible, but, unfor- 
tunately, they are selddm practicable, and 
not unfrequently are in flat contradiction 
‘to the simplest. rules of financial science. 
As a minister of flnance Mr. BourwELL 
cannot yet be justly considered a success. 
The means he devises do not seem to be. 
the sort that are required to compass his 
ends. Take for example his pet scheme 
for refunding the debt at a lower rate of 
“interest. Than this there could be no 
mere iaudable and patriotic financial de- 
sire, but a very little observation suffices 
to show that the new funding bil! which 
the Secretary has succeeded in getting 
made into a law is not such a measure as 
the case demands. It will most likely 
prove a substantial tailure. 

Under the law the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to offer at par in 
gold or in exchange for five-twenties three 
classes of bonds, as follows: $500,000,000 
for ten years at five per cent. interest; 
6300,00, 000 fcr fitteen years at four and 
a half per cent.; $700,000,000 for thirty 
years at four per cent. These bonds are 
payable at maturity in coin; the interest is 
payable quarterly in com at the office of 
any assistant treasurer according to the 
choice of the subscriber, and they are 
exempt from all taxation. The wizsdom 
of these provisions is manifest, but 
at the outset the serious difficulty is 
encountered of finding any one willing to 
take the bonds on the terms proposed. 

There is no safer or more popular form 
of security any where in the world than 
our five-twenties, and these bear interest 
in coin at the rate of six percent. Yet, 
reckoned in gold, they are below par, and 
the ten-forties,a five-per-cent. bond, are 
worth in the market still less. Are not 
these facts conclusive that the Government 


cannot borrow at even,six per cent., much 


less at five and four? In what quarter, 
then, does Secretary BourwEIIL. expect to 
place bis new loan? 80 long as five- 
twenties can be bad for less than ninety- 


eight in gold and interest, and ten-forties 


for less than ninety-six and interest, what 
is to induce capitalists voluntarily to 
pre fer another bond which is no better at 


a higher rate and paying less interest? 


Before this can happen—that is, before 
Mr. BocurweL. can get the new bonds 
taken on his terms—the five-twenties will 
have to improve so much as to make them 
worth as an investment only five per 
cent; or, in other words, the ten-forties 
will bave to advance to par. If five- 
twenties were worth to-day one dollar and 
twenty cents in gold then the new 
law would be yery opportune, and the 
first installment of the bonds would be 
readily taken in the open market at par in 
coin. Thus it wouldseem the new law is 
destined to remain a dead letter for a long 
time to come, and not to Mr. Bour wt, 
but to some distant successor, will belong 
the glory of carryivg its provisions into 
effect. 

But the government may, if it chooses, 
force holders to return for redemption a 
considerable portion of the five-twenties. 
The immediate success of the new scheme 
is based upon the expectation that a new 


bond having ten years to run will be pre- 


ferred to redemption of the old one. Thuis, 
however, is probably a delusion. The six 
per cents, being below par, to redeem them, 
at par is to pay the holders more than their 
market value, No one would object to 
his. It is true that the offer of redemption 
would raise the redeemable bonds to par; 
but then other borids equally good could. 
be purchased at present rates, and so the 
transaction would pay a handsome profit. 
Of course, under such circumstances, re- 
demption would be preferred to exchange. 
It, with the proceeds of one class of six per 
cent. bonds, we can buy another six per 
cept. bana of a different class, and have a 
surplus leit, one would be very apt to take 
advantage of the opportunity. By this 
process the government would be enabling 
the seller of redeemable five-twenties to 
make a profit of the difference between the 
present par and market values ot its bonds.

State Asylums tor Inebriates. 

When it was once. admitied that inebri- 
ety was a disease, and one that could be 
perfectly and permanently cured, hospitals 
were established, and became as much leg 
giumate objects. of State aid as asylums 
for the insane. New York, Illinois, Masaa- 
chusetts and Maryland already have such 
institutions, and the Legislature of Texas 
has recently passed an act appropriating 
one hundred thousand dollars for a similar 
object. The necessity for the increase of 
such establishments and their great public 
economy are clear and susceptible of proof. 
From the repaorta of these asylums we 
learn that from forty to seventy per cent. 
of those treated by them for the disease of 
inebriety have been discharged perma- 
nently cured. The institutions for the in- 
sane will bardly show a better result, 
Life insurance tables show that, at the 
age of forty, a temperate man’s expecta- 
tion of life is twenty-nine years, while that 
of an intemperate man is eleven and a half 
years. Statistics gathered from England, 
Ireland and Russia show that, in the insti- 
tutions for the feeble minded, fitty percent. 
are children of drunkards. And the fact 
that the offspring of inebriates rarely are 
found in institutions for the cure of this 
disease, but fill the idiot asylums, peniten- 
tiaries and jails, is a strong reason why all 
the various States should endeavor to res- 
cue these unfortunates, who are in them- 
selves such a prolific source of extrava- 
gance and crime, and whose services. might 
be made to improve and adorn society. 
The subject is. one that commends itself 
alike to the warm-hearted philanthropist 
and the cool-headed statesman; and. we 
eargerly look forward to the time when not 
only our own, but every State, shall be 
doing all in this direction that charity and 
prudence both require.

Myeterpous Demise of Ne Albany 
Dentist. 

Tees morning about 7 o’elock,’as Mr, N no. 
Kaiserwas passing up the statrway op his ay 
to James A. Wilson's phetogreph gallery in 
Briggs’ block, corner of state aud Market streets, 
New Albany, he noticed that the door of Dr. 
Semuel A. Wilson’s office, which is situated on 
the second floor of the building, was standing 
open. On entering the room he found Dr. Wil- 
son lying on the floor as he thought asleep. 


lying on his side with his head resting upoa a 
cushioned stool. Ooroner Sinex was summoned 
and a jury impaneled, who proceeded to investi- 
gate the facts. Mrs. Jones, who bas a millinery 
store in the same block, heard some one she sup- 
posed to be Dr. Milson enter his office about 10 
o'clock Tuesday nigh’; heard no one leave the 
Ofiee. Mr. M. J. G. Mooney testified that fo a 
conversation with the deceased de had stated 
that be had a great deal of trouble, and had a u- 
tion to put an end to them with some morphine 
he had at his office. A search belag 
made, a vial containiag a small quantity 
of the polson wae found in hie tnharatary 

Dr. Lemon gave as his opinion that the 
deceased bad taken morphine, which had prob- 
ly produced appopiexy. At the request of his 
frievds, DO post mortem examination was made. 
the Coronez’s jury rendered a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the above facta. Dr. Wilson was 
u bechelo;, about Gfty-two years of age. He had 
been ia business in New Albany, as a aentist, fur 
about tn months. His brother, Mr. James A. 
Wiiron, states that he was apparentiy in his 
usual health on Tuesday. and gave him no iati- 
mation of his troubles. He will be buried from 
the residence of Mr. Wilson to-day.

tea Taylor to stand trial in Green 
stieet forthe sin of attracting great sbhoutiag 
crowds to the cormer of York and Fifth, and 
Onally expelled him for a contumacious retusai 
to appeer and defend himself. This ecclestasti- 
cal censure bas caused a great misgiving among 
the tender coneciences committed heretofore 
so confdingly to the mimistration of Elder 
Taylor, and many of bis flock are in 
doubt whether they can safely countenance him 
any longei; but he requests us to announce that.
